SUMMARY: The Office Personnel 
Management (OPM) issuing 
regulations setting forth the 
requirements for noncompetitive 
conversion employees occupying 
reader, interpreter, personal assistant 
positions from the excepted service. 
These regulations will permit employees 
who have least year satisfactory 
converted noncompetitively. These 
regulations are necessary implement 
Executive Order 12685, which authorizes 
such conversions.

Comments must received 
before May 1990.

converted noncompetitively career 


career-conditional appointment 
provided the individual meets 
qualifications and other requirements 
established the Director the Office 
Personnel Management. Federal 
agencies employ person assistants 
part the affirmative 
efforts employ persons with 
disabilities and make reasonable 
accommodations. 

1980, the statutory authority 
employ personal assistants for workers 
with disabilities was expanded, and 
OPM established excepted service 
authority for the hiring personal 
assistants, readers, and interpreters. 

The Executive Order was issued 
recognize, some cases, that personal 
assistance duties require the individual 
highly knowledgeable the 
program responsibilities and 
occupational duties. The personal 
assistants, readers, and interpreters 
may, over time, become more deeply 
involved the technical work the 
employee with the disability. Thus, 
personal assistants, readers, and 
interpreters represent significant 
resource the Government for 
positions the technical, assistant, 
professional series. 


Waiver Notice Proposed 
Rulemaking 


Under U.S.C. and (d)(3}, 
find that good cause exists for waiving 
the general notice proposed 
rulemaking and for making these 
amendments effective less than 
days. The regulations are needed give 
practical effect E.O. 12685. Since the 
President has already determined that 
noncompetitive conversion personal 
assistants, readers, and interpreters 
appropriate, expect that most 
comments these regulations will deal 
with the technical provisions. Because 
agencies has urgent, current needs 
utilize this conversion authority 
promote efficient operations, 
implementation E.O. 12685 should not 
delayed until all technical details are 
finalized.

Background 


December 21, 1989, Rinaldo 
Piaggio, S.p.A, requested that the FAA 
initiate special conditions for the Model 
airplane. The Model P-180 
normal category, passenger airplane 
with partially composite structure 
airframe, forward wing (Canard), T-tail 
configuration, and twin-turboprop 
engines that are main-wing mounted 
with pusher propellers aft the main 
wing trailing edge. The installation may 
incorporate electronic attitude 
director indicator and 
electronic horizontal situation indicator 
lieu the traditional 
mechanical electro-mechanical 
displays providing similar information 
the flight crew. 


Type Certification Basis 


The type certification basis for the 
Piaggio Model P-180 series airplane 
follows: Part the Federal 
Aviation Regulation (FAR) 21.29; part 
the FAR, effective February 1965, 
including amendments 23-1 through 23- 
33; SFAR effective February 1974, 
amended amendments 27-1 
through 27-5; part 36, effective 
December 1969, amended 
amendments 36-1 through amendment 
36-16; Special Condition No. 
29; and the special conditions that may 
result from this proposal. 


Discussion 


Special conditions may issued and

The proposed type design the 
Piaggio Model series airplane 
contains number novel and unusual 
design features not envisaged the 
applicable airworthiness standards. 
Special conditions are considered 
necessary because the applicable 
airworthiness standards not contain 
adequate appropriate safety 
standards for the novel unusual 
design features the Piaggio 
180 series airplane. Special conditions 
resulting from this notice will also 
applicable all Piaggio Model 


series airplanes, including the 
installation similar EFIS, without 
further amendment the special 
conditions. 


Electronic Flight Instrument Sysiem 
(EFIS) 


The proposed cathode-ray tube (CRT) 
electronic display units will contain 
primary attitude, heading, and 
navigation cockpit displays. The cockpit 
instrument panel configuration would 
feature two displays, EADI and 
EHSI the pilot side the instrument 
panels. The copilot instrument panel 
will contain independent 
electromechanical attitude indicator and 
independent EHSI. All other displays, 
airspeed, altitude, vertical speed, 
etc., will conventional 
electromechanical instruments. 

Emissive color CRT display will 
inevitably appear different than 
reflective colors conventional 
electromechanical displays. 
intensities and color temperatures 
ambient illumination will also affect the 
perceived colors. Therefore, display 
legibility must adequate for all 
cockpit lighting conditions, including 
direct sunlight. 

Features this system are novel and 
unusual relative the applicable 
airworthiness requirements. Current 
small airplane airworthiness 
requirements are based 


concepts and, when 

promulgated, the FAA did not envision 

use complex, safety-critical systems 

small airplanes. The current small 
airplane requirements envisioned 
instruments that were single function; 

i.e., failure would cause loss only 
one instrument function, although 

several instrument functions may have 
been housed common case. 

Flight instruments for the pilot are 
required grouped front the 
pilot deviation from looking forward 
along the airplane flight path 
minimized when the pilot shifts from 
viewing the flight path viewing the 
flight instruments. 

For instrument flight, the airplane 
must equipped with the minimum 
flight instruments listed the operating 
rules. This minimum listing 
instruments includes all instruments that 
have long been accepted the 
minimum for continued safe flight. 
Standby instruments for flight 
instruments are not required the 
small airplane airworthiness 
requirements because the FAA has long 
accepted that the small airplane could 
flown safely using partial panel 
techniques following single instrument 
failure. The basic airman certification 
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program for instrument flight 
(IFR) rating has long included 
requirements for the pilot 
demonstrate the ability fly the 
airplane safely following failure any 
one the previously cited instruments. 

The special condition will provide 
appropriate requirements for installation 
electronic displays featuring design 
characteristics where single 
malfunction failure could affect more 
than one primary instrument, display, 
system. The special condition would 
also provide requirements assure 
adequate reliability system design 
functions that are determined 
essential for continued safe flight and 
landing the 

For installations where electronic 
displays take the place traditional 
instruments, the reliability must not 
than that the traditional 
instruments. This concerns the collective 
reliability the traditional instruments 
rather than the reliability single 
traditional instrument. For this reason, 
the special condition includes 
requirements needed for their 

The special condition will also require 
detailed examination each item 
equipment/component the electronic 
display system, and installation the 
system, determine the airplane 
dependent upon its function for 
continued safe flight and landing its 
failure would significantly reduce the 
capability the airplane the ability 
the crew cope with these adverse 
operating conditions. Each component 
the installation identified such 
examination being critical the safe 
operation the airplane would 
required meet the proposed special 
condition. 

The existing 23.1309, which was 
incorporated into part amendment 
23-14, dated December 20, 1973, has 
been used means evaluating 
systems for those airplanes that include 
23.1309 their type certification basis. 
The “no-single-fault” “fail-safe” 
concept 23.1309, along with 
experience based service-proven 
designs and good engineering judgment, 
have been used successfully evaluate 
most airplane systems and equipment. 
The type certification basis for this 
airplane includes 23.1309; however, 
the “single fault” concept does not 
provide adequate means for 
determining and evaluating the effect 
certain failure conditions which may 
exist complex systems such 
EFIS installation. Therefore, the FAA 

considers necessary include the 
proposed additional system analysis 
requirements the certification basis. 
This will also allow the use the 


“rational method” safety analysis 
the systems assure level safety 
intended the applicable requirements. 
The development rational methods 
for safety assessment systems 
based the premise that inverse 
relationship exists between the 
probability failure condition and its 
effect the airplane. That is, the more 


serious the effect, the lower the 


probability must that the related 
failure condition will occur. Rational 
methods for showing compliance for 
safety assessment systems may 
shown the use numerical analysis, 
but not mandatory. many cases, 
adequate data not available for 
preparing stand-alone numerical 
analysis for showing compliance. 
Therefore, small airplane 
certification, rational analysis based 
identification failure modes and 
their consequences frequently more 
acceptable substantiation compliance 
with the various required levels 
system reliability than numerical 
analysis alone. 

determined that the airplane 
includes systems that perform critical 
functions, will necessary show 
that those systems meet more stringent 
requirements. These systems would 
required establish either that there 
will failures that system that 
failure extremely improbable. 
Critical functions means those functions 
whose failure would contribute 
cause failure condition which would 
prevent the continued safe flight and 
landing the airplane. This special 
condition provides reliability 
requirements that are based the 
criticality the function and 
provides the standards needed for 
certification complex safety-critical 
systems being proposed for installation. 

The special condition also requires 
that the occurrence system(s) failures 
that would significantly reduce the 
capability the ability the 
crew cope with adverse operating 
conditions, and thereby potentially 
recognized that any system(s) failure 
will reduce the crew's 
capability some degree, but that 
reduction may not the degree 
leading potentially catastrophic 
results. 


Protection Systems From High Energy 
Radiated Electromagnetic Fields (HERF) 


Recent advances technology have 
given rise the application aircraft 
designs advanced electrical and 
electronic systems that perform 
functions required for continued safe 
flight and landing. Due the use 
solid state components and digital 


electronics, these advanced systems are 
readily responsive the transient 
effects induced electrical current and 
voltage caused the high energy 
radiated electromagnetic fields (HERF) 
incident the external surface 
aircraft. These induced transient 
currents and voltages can degrade 
electronic systems performance 
damaging components upsetting 
system functions. 

Furthermore, the electromagnetic 
environment has undergone 
transformation that was not envisioned 
when the current requirements were 
developed. Higher energy levels are 
radiated from transmitters that are used 
for radar, radio, and television. Also, the 
population transmitters has increased 
significantly. 

present, aircraft certification 
requirements, well the industry 
standards for protection from the 
adverse effects HERF, are inadequate 
view the aforementioned 
technological advances. addition, 
some significant safety events have 
been reported incidents and accidents 
involving military aircraft equipped with 
advanced electronic systems when they 
were exposed electromagnetic 
radiation. 

The combined effect the 
technological advances aircraft 
design and the changing environment 
has resulted increased level 
vulnerability electrical and electronic 
systems required for the continued safe 
flight and landing the aircraft. 
Effective measures against the effects 
exposure high energy radiated 
electromagnetic fields (HERF) must 
provided the design and installation 
these systems. The primary factors 
that have contributed this increased 
concern are: (1) The increasing use 
sensitive electronics that perform 
critical functions; (2) the reduced 
electromagnetic shielding afforded 
airplane systems advanced 
technology airframe materials; (3) the 
adverse service experience military 
airplanes that use these technologies; 
and (4) the increase the number and 
power radio frequency emitters and 
expected future increases. 

Cognizant the need for aircraft 
certification standards cope with the 
developments technology and 
environment 1986, the FAA initiated 
high priority program (1) determine 
and define the electromagnetic energy 
levels; (2) develop and describe 
guidance material for design, test, and 
analysis; and (3) prescribe and 
promulgate regulatory standards. The 
FAA sought and received the 
participation international 


airworthiness authorities and industry 
develop internationally recognized 
standards for certification. 

this time, the FAA and other 
airworthiness authorities have 
established agreed level HERF 
environment that the airplane 
While the HERF requirements are being 
finalized, the FAA has adopted special 
conditions for the certification 
aircraft that employ electrical and 
electronic systems that perform critical 
functions. The accepted maximum 
energy levels which civilian airplane 
system installations must capable 
operating safely are based surveys 
and analysis existing radio frequency 
emitters. This special condition requires 
that the airplane evaluated under 
these energy levels for the protection 
the electronic system and its associated 
wiring harness. These external threat 
levels are believed represent the 
worst case which airplane would 
exposed the operating 
environment. 

These special conditions require 
qualification systems that perform 
critical functions, installed aircraft, 
the defined HERF environment 
value using laboratory tests, 
paragraph follows: 

(1) The applicant may demonstrate 
that the operation and operational 
capability the installed electrical and 
electronic systems that perform critical 
functions are not adversely affected 
when the aircraft exposed the 
HERF environment, defined below,

(2) The applicant may demonstrate 
laboratory test that the electrical and 
electronic systems that perform critical 
functions withstand peak 
electromagnetic field strength 100 
volts per meter frequency range 
KHz GHz. When using 
laboratory test show compliance with 
the HERF requirements, credit 


given for signal attenuation due 
installation. 

view the revised HERF envelope, 
the requirement for the fixed value test 
has been changed 100 v/m from the 
previously used value 200 v/m. The 
applicant opting for the fixed value 
laboratory test, lieu the HERF 
envelope, will subject post 
certification reassessment based the 
finalized rule requirements. The 
applicants should cautioned that 
choosing 100 v/m may make difficult, 
under post certification reassessment 
requirements, qualify the installations 
without design upgrade. the system 
should not meet the post certification 
reassessment requirements, additional 
protection provisions testing 
may required. 

preliminary hazard analysis must 
performed the applicant for 
approval the FAA identify 
electrical and/or electronic systems that 
perform critical functions. The term 
“critical” means those functions whose 
failure would contribute to, cause, 
failure condition that would prevent the 
continued safe flight and landing the 
aircraft. The systems that perform 
critical functions, identified the 
hazard analysis, are candidates for the 
application HERF requirements. The 
primary electronic flight display and the 
full authority digital engine control 
(FADEC) systems are examples 
systems that perform critical functions. 
system may perform both critical and 
non-critical functions. Primary 
electronic flight display systems, and 
their associated components, perform 
critical functions such attitude, 
altitude, and airspeed indication. The 
HERF requirements only apply 
critical functions. 

Compliance with HERF requirements 
may demonstrated tests, analysis, 
models, similarity with existing systems, 
combination thereof. Service 
experience alone not acceptable since 
such experience normal flight 
operations may not include exposure 
the HERF environmental condition. 
Reliance system with similar 
design features for redundancy 
means protection against the effects 
external HERF generally 
insufficient since all elements 
redundant system are likely 
exposed the fields concurrently. 

The modulation should selected 
the signal most likely disrupt the 
operation the system under test, 
based its design characteristics. For 
example, flight control systems may 
susceptible square wave 
modulation while the video signals for 
electronic display systems may 
susceptible 400 sinusoidal 
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modulation. the worst case 
modulation unknown cannot 
determined, default modulations may 
used. Suggested default values are 
KHz sine wave with 80% depth 
modulation the frequency range from 
KHz 400 MHz and KHz square 
wave with greater than 90% depth 
modulation from 400 MHz GHz. 
For frequencies where the unmodulated 
signal caused deviations from normal 
operation, several different modulating 
with various waveforms and 
frequencies should applied. 

Acceptable system performance 
attained demonstrating that the 
system under consideration continues 
perform its intended function during and 
after exposure required 
electromagnetic fields. Deviations from 
system specification may acceptable 
and will need independently 
assessed for each application for 
approval the FAA. 


Protection EFIS From Indirect Effect 
Lightning 

Concern for the vulnerability 
airplane electronic systems the 
effects lightning has increased 
substantially over the past few years 
due the use solid-state components 
and digital electronics airplane 
systems that are susceptible transient 
effects induced electrical current and 
voltage caused either direct 
lightning strike the airplane the 
electric fields created nearby 
lightning flash. These induced transient 
currents and voltages can degrade 
electronic system performance 
damaging components upsetting 
system functions. 

The applicable regulations include 
standards for protection from lightning 
damage the structure the airplane 
23.867) and from lightning ignition 
fuel vapor 23.954). However, these 
standards not provide the level 
safety for the EFIS that inherently 
provided traditional mechanical 
electromechanical displays providing 
similar information the flight crew. 

The advent advanced electronic 
system airplane designs requires 
additional consideration given 
protect these systems from the indirect 
effects lightning. Increased 
dependence electronic equipment for 
safe operation airplane makes 
adequate protection that equipment 
primary requirement. 

The Society Automotive Engineers 
(SAE) and the Radio Technical 
Commission for Aeronautics (RTCA) 
has developed acceptable methods and 
procedures for determining compliance 
with these special conditions. They are 
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follows: SAE AE4L Committee Report 
Aircraft Electrical/Electronic System 
Against the Indirect Effects 
Lightning”, dated October 1989, and 
RTCA DO-160B, Section 22, “Lightning 
Induced Transient Susceptibility”, dated 
March 1988. SAE Report AE4L-87-3, 
REV provides procedures verify the 
protection systems installed 
aircraft, while Section RTCA DO- 
160B, provides methods qualify 
equipment prior installed 
aircraft. 


Conclusion 


review the design features 
discussed for the installation the 
Piaggio Model series airplane, the 


provide level safety equivalent 
that intended the referenced 
regulations. This action not rule 
general applicability and affects only 
the model/series airplanes identified 
these special conditions. 

The substance these special 
conditions has been subject the notice 
and public comment procedure 
several prior instances (54 4317; 
October 25, 1989), (54 41955; October 
13, 1989), (53 14782; April 26, 1988), 
and (51 37711; October 24, 1986). 
Also, special conditions with similar 
requirements have been promulgated 
without public procedures because the 
FAA has determined that good cause 
existed for immediate adoption (55 
January 1990) and (54 242; 
December 19, 1989). For this reason, and 
because delay would significantly 
affect the installation the 
system and the certification the 
airplane, which imminent, the FAA 
has determined that good cause exists 
for adopting these special conditions 
without further notice. Therefore, 
special conditions are being issued 
without substantive change for this 
airplane and made effective days 
from the date publication.

(i) Modes failure, including 
malfunction and damage from 
foreseeable sources;

The rule, CFR part 382, 
includes variety requirements 
ensure nondiscrimination the basis 
handicap air travel and ensure that 
carriers provide adequate 
accommodations for disabled 
passengers. All provisions the rule 
were made effective April 1990. 


The ATA Petition 


The Air Transport Association (ATA), 
trade association major air carriers, 
filed petition March 21, 1990, 
requesting that the Department set 
compliance date October 1990, for 
part 382 (i.e., 180 days after the effective 
date the rule). ATA argues that the 
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necessity training its employees 
comply with the rule, plus the need 
establish administrative systems and 
obtain needed supplies and equipment, 
make impracticable for carriers 
comply with the rule its effective 
date. copy the ATA petition has 
been placed the docket for this 
rulemaking. Following the submission 
the petition, DOT sought and obtained 
from the ATA clarification the 
concerns which was based. 


Other Submissions 


organization smaller air 
carriers, the National Air Carrier 
Association, filed brief petition 
supporting the ATA petition. The 
Regional Airline Association (RAA), 
trade association commuter air 
carriers, and Skywest Airlines filed 
comments supporting the ATA petition. 
Southwest Airlines filed petition 
asking for October 1990, 
compliance date for the provision 
requiring carriage wheelchair 
batteries requiring hazardous materials 
packaging. Southwest asserts that 
needs the additional time for training 
its since the carrier has not 
previously provided transportation for 
anything requiring hazardous materials 
packaging. the alternative, Southwest 
asked for exemption this subject. 
Skywest made similar request. These 
submissions are being considered 
conjunction with the ATA petition, and 
have been placed the docket for this 
rulemaking. 

The Paralyzed Veterans America 
(PVA), behalf itself and four other 
disability organizations, filed comments 
opposing the ATA petition. PVA 
contends that unreasonable delay 
implementation regulatory 
requirements which already had taken 
long time for the Department issue. 
Delay would work hardship disabled 
travelers, PVA said, which would 
outweigh any difficulties carriers 
caused having comply with the 
rules April PVA argued that 
would inappropriate extend for six 
months period wich disabled 
passengers had right without 
remedy. 


DOT Response 


The Department believes that the 
ATA petition may have merit, least 
part. That is, some provisions the rule 
may, the Department's judgment, 
reasonably take carriers additional time, 
beyond April implement because 
the need train comply 
with new unfamiliar requirements, 
develop change administrative 
systems, and/or acquire equipment 
supplies. 


For provisions the rule this 
category, the Department will, this 
time, establish compliance date 
June 1990 (60 days beyond April 5). 
Daring the period between April and 
June compliance with the designated 
provisions fully authorized but not 
required. The Department will not take 
enforcement action with respect 
matters arising under these provisions 
during this time period. The provisions 
affected the June compliance date 
are listed amendment the 
applicability section the regulation. 

The Department, through this notice, 
seeks comment whether compliance 
with these provisions should continue 
ATA requested, compliance should not 
some time between the two dates. The 
Department has not been asked for, and 
not contemplating, any compliance 
date for any provision the rule later 
than October 1990. The Department 
emphasizes that each regulatory 
provision being viewed individually 
for this purpose. request that 
commenters address each individual 
provision rather than simply addressing 
all provisions generically. 

The Department not applying the 
June compliance date the other 
provisions the regulation. The 
Department has reviewed these 
provisions and determined that they 
involve prohibitions discriminatory 
conduct from which carriers may 
reasonably expected refrain even 
advance the completion training, 
requirements that not call carriers 
establish new significantly change 
administrative systems, matters 
which compliance timetables are 
already established the regulation, 
administrative provisions which 
compliance date not relevant, 
requirements for which the acquisition 
significant amounts new supplies 
equipment does not appear 
necessary. Postponing the requirement 
comply with these provisions beyond 
April could unnecessarily permit 
continuance practices which the rule 
intended change, and could result 
the adverse effects outlined 
comment. 

Nevertheless, the Department 
aware that, during the period before the 
completion employee training, 
carriers, even though operating good 
faith under the rule, may make mistakes 
the application the provisions with 
which compliance going forward 
April considering any complaints 
brought our attention for 
enforcement action the period before 
training complete, the Department 


intends take into consideration such 
factors the good faith shown the 
carrier its dealings with the 
passenger; the efforts being made the 
carrier with respect training, updating 
procedures, acquiring equipment etc.; 
and the degree which the particular 
carrier personnel involved had been 
trained. the Department's intention 
use the enforcement process during 
this period means assisting 
carriers comply, rather than 
punitive way. stated the preamble 
the final rule, this does not mean that 
the Department will tolerate intentional, 
egregious, bad faith violations 
passengers’ rights under the rule, 
however. 


Section-by-Section Analysis 


This portion the preamble discusses 
the Department's reasons for either 
including not each provision 
the final regulation among those 
provisions which the June 
compliance date applies. 


Sections 382.1 Purpose, 382.3 
Applicability, and 382.5 Definitions 


These are all administrative sections 
the rule which not involve any 
changes carrier operations. 
Consequently, application the fune 
compliance date unnecessary. The list 
sections affected the June 
deadline will added the 
applicability section, however. 


Discrimination 


The obligation not discriminate 
the basis handicap basic 
implementing the ACAA. Under the 
former part 382, effect since 1982, 
carriers have been subject very 
similar obligation. This section speils 
out two implications this obligation 
not specified the former rule: not 
insisting providing unwanted special 
services and not taking adverse action 
against persons for asserting rights 
under the rule the ACAA. Neither 
these difficult understand 
implement. All that required that 
carrier personnel not treat handicapped 
passengers ways other passengers are 
not treated. the 
judgment, fair and reasonable that 
carriers comply with these provisions 
from the outset. 

The only exception this judgment 
paragraph which may impose 
some indirect air carriers obligations 
with respect services like those 
provided direct air carriers. Since 
indirect air carriers may need additional 
time identify those functions which 
could subject requirements under 
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the rule and take steps comply, the 
Department will apply the June 
compliance date this paragraph. 


Section 382.9 Assurances from 
Contractors 


Carriers may well need additional 
time, beyond April complete the 
process identifying contracts subject 
this provision and negotiating 
appropriate contract language with 
contractors. Therefore, the June 
compliance date will apply. The 
Department expects carriers begin 
working achieve compliance 
immediately, however. 


Section 382.21 Aircraft Accessibility 


Paragraphs (a), (b) and (d) this 
section already have built-in compliance 
dates (e.g., accessibility features are 
required aircraft ordered after the 
effective date the rule delivered 
within two years the effective date). 
is, therefore, unnecessary apply the 
June compliance date these 
provisions. Paragraphs (e) and (f) 
prohibit reductions existing 
accessibility and require maintaining 
accessibility features properly. Neither 


provision necessitates additional 


training, equipment, procedures. The 
June compliance date need not apply 
these paragraphs. 

Paragraph (c) requires accessibility 
features included aircraft are 
refurbished. For example, newly 
manufactured seats are installed 
existing aircraft replace the old seats, 
then half them must have movable 
armrests. reasonable suppose 
that, the short term, manufacturers 
may unable timely fill orders for 
movable armrests other accessibility 
equipment. Consequently, the 
Department will apply the June 
compliance date paragraph (c). 

The Senate version the Americans 
with Disabilities Act bill (S. 933) 
contains provision excusing transit 
providers from buying accessible buses 
they can demonstrate that they issued 
solicitation calling for accessible 
buses, that bus lifts were unavailable 
from manufacturers, that the transit 
provider made good faith efforts 
locate manufacturer supply the lifts 
timely fashion, and that delaying 
the bus purchase obtain the lifts 
would significantly impair 
transportation services the 
community.

Since 
sufficient compliance period already 
built into this section, application the 
June compliance date unnecessary. 


Section 382.31 Refusal 
Transportation 


Paragraphs (a)-(c) guarantee the most 
fundamental right protected the 
ACAA, the provision air 
transportation. The provisions are 
straightforward and easy understand. 
Carriers shall not deny transportation 
the basis handicap; carriers shall 
not deny transportation because 
disability results appearance 
involuntary behavior that may offend, 
annoy inconvenience others; carriers 
shall not deny transportation 
imposing number limits. Personnel 
should not need extensive training 
know that they cannot keep disabled 
passenger off flight unless, under the 
authority section 1111 the Federal 
Aviation Act, under which carriers have 
operated for many years, they conclude 
that carrying the passenger would 
might inimical the safety the 
flight (see paragraph (d), which also 
cites other authority available 
carriers for denials transportation). 
both unnecessary, and contrary 
achieving the purpose the regulation, 
postpone compliance with these 
paragraphs. 

Paragraph (e) requires written 
explanation for refusal provide 
transportation. Carriers may have set 
additional administrative 
mechanism ensure that these letters 
explanation are drafted and sent 
timely fashion. For this reason, the June 
compliance date will apply this 
paragraph. 


Section 382.33 Advance Notice 
Requirements 


Paragraph (a) prohibits advance 
notice requirements for receiving 
transportation services, except 
paragraph (b) permits. Paragraph (b) 
lists eight accommodations for which 
advance notice. (It should noted that 
these provisions not independently 
require any services provided; they 
simply state that carriers can require 
advance notice for providing them.) The 
structure these paragraphs parallels 
that the 1982 version part 382 (see 
former 382.15(c)). its comments 
the ACAA rulemaking, ATA made 


point saying that advance notice 
requirements are useful and that carriers 
worked effectively with them. Operating 
under the new regulation would not 
seem present markedly different 
situation carriers, requiring 
significantly new different training 
administrative systems. These two 
paragraphs will not subject the 
June compliance date. The same point 
applies paragraphs (c) and (e), which 
require, respectively, that carriers 
provide services they can reasonably 
so, even the absence notice, and 
that carriers provide services when the 
notice provided. 

Paragraphs (d) and however, may 
require the creation new different 
administrative procedures within 
carrier among carriers. permit time 
for these systems developed, the 
Department will apply the June 
compliance date. 


Section 382.35 


The right persons with disabilities 
travel independently one the 
most important protected the ACAA. 
The ability carriers ensure the 
likewise prime importance. Taken 
together, paragraphs (a) and (b) are 
intended achieve both these 
objectives. Carriers may not require 
persons travel with attendant for 
reasons other than safety necessity; 
where safety necessity can reasonably 
said exist, per the criteria 
paragraph (b), carriers should able 
require attendant. 

The Department aware that 
decisions about whether require 
attendant inevitably involve exercise 
judgment carrier personnel, and 
that this judgment will exercised 
more informed way after employees 
receive training. Nevertheless, would 
contrary the intent the ACAA 
assert that, prior the completion 
training, carriers should exercise 
unbridled discretion require 
attendants. 

For this reason, the Department will 
not apply the June compliance date 
paragraph (a), which the 
requirement attendant except 


the circumstances cited paragraph 


Paragraph (b) mentions four such 
circumstances. Paragraph (b)(1) 
concerns persons traveling stretcher 
incubator; this obviously easy 
standard implement. Postponement 
compliance should not necessary. 
Paragraph (b)(4) incorporates the 
standard, for deaf/blind persons, 
articulated over two years ago the 
Department's “Southwest Airlines” 
enforcement proceeding. Since carriers 
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have had since November 1987 
conform their procedures this ruling, 
postponement compliance should not 
necessary. 

The other two circumstances are more 
problematical. Paragraph involves 
persons with mental disability who 
cannot comprehend respond 
appropriately safety-related 
instructions. Paragraph (b)(3) concerns 
persons with mobility impairments 
severe that the persons are unable 
assist their own evacuation. Both 
these criteria may call airlines 
establish implementation procedures 
criteria that not now exist, and 
necessary ensure that personnel make 
these judgments properly. 

For both these paragraphs, the June 
compliance date will apply. The 
Department intends that, between April 
and June carriers held good 
faith standard implementing these 
two paragraphs. That is, carriers may 
require persons with mental disabilities 
mobility impairments have 
attendants the carriers reasonably 
believe that carrying these individuals 
without attendant would present 
significant safety risk with respect 
emergency evacuation, even the 
decisions not precisely conform 
the language paragraphs (b) (2) and 
(3). should noted that this standard 
not intended permit carriers 
require attendants for purposes 
unrelated safety (e.g., concern that 
wheelchair user may need use 
inaccessible lavatory). Paragraph (c) 
will continue apply decisions about 
attendants for persons with mental 
disabilities mobility impairments. 

Paragraph (c) requires that carrier 
insists person traveling with 
attendant for safety reasons, contrary 
the self-assessment, the carrier 
not charge for the transportation the 
attendant. This provision 
important safeguard for disabled 
passengers against arbitrary carrier 
decisions and the adverse economic 
impact having travel with 
attendant required carrier. For this 
reason, the Department has decided not 
apply the June date this 
provision. 

Paragraphs (d) and (e) concern 
administrative aspects attendant 
situations full flights. Carriers may 
need develop new administrative 
procedures implement these 
provisions smoothly (e.g., concerning 
who bumped from full flight, when 
denied boarding compensation 
payable). The Department will apply the 
June compliance date these 
provisions. 


Section Assignments 


Paragraph (a) states basic 
nondiscrimination requirement. All that 
required for implementation that 
carrier personnel refrain imposing 
requirements handicapped 
passengers that are not imposed 
other passengers with respect seat 
assignments. (Consistent with 
exit row seating rule, carriers will 
implement their own procedures 
concerning exit row seating until the 
compliance date for the FAA rule.) 
not necessary apply the June 
compliance date. 

Paragraphs (b) and (c) concern special 
seating arrangements for persons whose 
behavioral manifestations disability 
whose service animal makes 
impossible for them sit particular 
seat location. These provisions are 
likely require the development new 
administrative procedures and training, 
and the June compliance date will 
apply these provisions. 


Section 382.39 Provision Services 
and Equipment 


Paragraph (a) concerns boarding 
assistance. The first sentence this 
paragraph establishes general 
requirement for boarding assistance. 
The June compliance date will not 
apply this sentence, since the general 
obligation help handicapped persons 
get onto aircraft fundamental 
providing access air transportation 
and the provision boarding assistance 
for disabled persons has long been 
part regular airline operations. The 
second sentence the paragraph, 
concerning the responsibility the 
delivering carrier provide 
transportation between gates, likely 
require some new administrative 
procedures, and the June compliance 
date will apply it. 

Paragraphs (a)(1) and require 
boarding chairs and lifts) and the 
assistance personnel boarding. 
Some carriers, some stations, may not 
now have the necessary equipment. For 
this reason, the Department will apply 
the June compliance date these 
paragraphs, with respect only the 
procurement necessary equipment. 
That is, the services personnel and 
the use existing equipment required 
April The Department expects 
that carriers will begin immediate, 
expedited action obtain needed 
equipment which they now lack. 
Carriers commenting that the 
compliance date should extended 
further for this paragraph should include 
information their specific 
procurement timetables for these items. 


Paragraph (a)(3) prohibits carriers 
from leaving wheelchair user 
unattended chair that does not 
permit independent mobility for more 
than minutes. This provision may 
well require training and new 
administrative procedures before can 
implemented, and the June 
compliance date will apply. Paragraph 
(a)(4) permits carriers not hand-carry 
disabled passengers board small 
aircraft other means are not available. 
not necessary apply the June 
date, since this provision does not 
impose requirement carriers that 
they must implement. 

Paragraphs (b) (1), (2), and (5) concern 
routine services that carrier personnel 
have long performed. Helping 
passenger into seat, with opening food 
packages, with retrieving carry-on 
items does not require 
additional training administrative 
support, and the June compliance date 
need not apply. The same true for 
paragraph (c), which, like its 
predecessor the 1982 version part 
382, lists certain services which carrier 
personnel need not perform. 

Paragraphs (b) (3) and (4), concerning 
use on-board wheelchairs and 
assisting semiambulatory persons, are 
new requirements which may require 
additional training implement 
properly. The June compliance date 
will apply. 


Section 382.41 Stowage Personal 
Equipment 


Paragraphs (a), (b), (c) and (e) (1) and 
(3) essentially applications 
existing FAA governing 
carry-on items. net necessary 
apply the June date 
them. Paragraph (d) carriers 
not count assistive devices toward 
their limit carry-on items. This 
provision may require amending existing 
procedures for implementing carry-on 
baggage programs, itis reasonable 
apply the June 

Paragraph (e)(2) requires carriers 
allow the stowage folding 
appropriate on-board area, 
contends that certgin may 
something secure wheelchair the 
coat closet). Their reasonable. 
addition, development new 
administrative procedures may 
needed handle the priority system 
required this paragraph. The June 
compliance date will apply this 
paragraph. 

Paragraph (f) includes several 
provisions concerning the stowage and 
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return wheelchairs and other 
assistive devices. The requirements 
include return items the gate, 
stowage position permit quick 
retrieval, and priority stowage over 
other luggage making efforts 
expedite baggage bumped result). 
Taken together, these provisions may 
well require new logistical procedures, 
perhaps some complexity. For this 
reason, the June compliance date will 
apply. 

Paragraph concerns transportation 
electric wheelchairs which use 
batteries subject DOT hazardous 
materials regulations. The first sentence 
the paragraph requires acceptance 
the wheelchairs and batteries, 
consistent with DOT hazardous 
materials rules. Paragraph requires 
transportation battery-powered 
wheelchairs upright position, 
where feasible, and paragraph 
requires carriers provide battery 
packages and package the batteries. 

Because paragraph requires 
carriers obtain sufficient number 
battery packages, reasonable 
apply the June compliance date this 
paragreph, with respect only the 
obtaining packaging materials. 
Carriers would have provide 
packaging services where packages 
were present. The other requirements 
paragraphs are, for most 
carriers, sufficiently similar existing 
practice and the requirements the 
1982 version part 382 (see former 
application the June compliance 
date. The requirement paragraph 
common sense mandate that 
carriers not drain batteries; the June 
compliance date not necessary for it. 
Paragraph requirement that 
handicapped passengers permitted 
provide written instructions for 
wheelchair assembly and disassembly 
may require new administrative 
procedures, least the instructions 
are get the people who are doing 
the work. The June compliance date 
will apply this paragraph. 

Two carriers, Southwest Airlines and 
Skywest petitioned for 
extended compliance period for 
temporary exemption from all 
paragraph (g). These airlines currently 
not carry any hazardous materials 
and need not only purchase battery 
packages, but aiso train personnel 
add equipment baggage 
compartments before they can comply 
with this The training 
requirement particularly important 
because, until FAA training 
requirements are met, the airlines could 


not carry hazardous materials consistent 
with FAA safety regulations. 

The Department believes that these 
petitions have merit, and the rule will 
apply the June compliance date 
carriers which, the date 
publication the rule (i.e., March 6}, 
had policy carrying hazardous 
materials with respect the 
introductory language paragraph (g), 
Application the June compliance 
date the other provisions paragraph 
(g) not necessary order deal with 
the problem that these carriers raise. 


Section Treatment Mobility 
Aids and Assistive Devices 


This section requires carriers return 
passengers’ equipment the condition 
received the carrier, says that 
carriers may not limit baggage liability 
for domestic transportation with respect 
such equipment less than twice the 
normal baggage liability limit, and 
prohibits carriers from requiring waivers 
liability from such equipment. None 
these provisions require significant 
additional training, supplies, 
administrative procedures implement. 
not necessary apply the June 
compliance date. 

The Department also using this rule 
make technical correction 
amendment paragraph (b). The 
amendment will change the term 
“domestic flights” “domestic 
transportation,” since the latter term 
more accurate. (There are some 
domestic flights which are considered, 
for purposes international law, 
part international air transportation.) 


Section Information 


Paragraph (a) requires carriers 
provide substantial new information 
passengers about accessibility features 
aircraft. Complying with this 
requirement may require new 
administrative systems, additional 
programing computers, and training 
personnel respond appropriately 
inquiries from the public. Paragraph (c), 
which requires provision information 
persons with hearing vision 
impairments, may also require 
additional training administrative 
procedures The June 
compliance date will apply these 
provisions. 

Paragraph (b) concerns safety 
briefings. reiterates requirements 
FAA safety rules this subject, says 
that briefings handicapped 
passengers are conducted 
inconspicuously, and forbids “quizzes” 
handicapped persons about the 
content briefings. This section 
consistent with existing FAA-mandated 


practice, and its provisions regarding 
courtesy passengers and avoidance 
“quizzes” are easy understand and 
straightforward. new administrative 
systems are necessary, and training, 
while useful emphasize personnel 
the necessity sensitive and 
appropriate treatment passengers, 
need not occur before the provisions are 
implemented. The June compliance 
date will not apply this paragraph. 

Paragraph (d) requires each carrier 
make available the public copy 
the rule for review each airport 
The rule was published March 
Given the general availability 
photocopying machines, and the fact 
that carriers can distribute copies 
documents all the airports they use 
their own flights, does not seem 
unreasonable believe that copies 
the rule could distributed required 
this paragraph time. The 
June compliance date need not apply 
this provision. 


Section for 
Persons With Hearing 


Paragraph (a) requires the use 
telecommunications devices for the deaf 
(TDDs) many air carriers. carriers 
not now have TDDs, they will have 
purchase them. This may require 
some additional time. Therefore, the 
June compliance date will apply this 
paragraph, but only with respect the 
acquisition TDDs. Requirements for 
the use TDDs which carriers have 
must implemented scheduled 
April 

Paragraph (b) concerns video safety 
briefings. Since the requirement 
attrition, older materials are replaced, 
not necessary apply the June 
compliance date this requirement. 


Section 382.49 Security Screening 
Passengers 


Paragraph (a) essentially requires that 
security screening disabled 
passengers follow the same rules 
screenings for other passengers. Since

compliance date unnecessary. 
Paragraphs (b) and concern provision 
private briefings request for 
disabled passengers. These provisions 
may require new administrative 
procedures and designation 
appropriate locations for private 
briefings, and reasonable apply 
the June compliance date them. 
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Sections 382.51 Communicable 
Diseases and 382.53 Medical 
Certificates 


These two related provisions limit the 
ability carriers restrict the travel 
persons with communicable diseases 
and demand medical certificates 
passengers. ATA expressed concern 
that since key element the 
communicable diseases provision calls 
upon carriers rely information 
from U.S. public health agencies about 
diseases which may transmissible 
the normal course flight, carriers may 
need time obtain the information from 
the public health agencies and distribute 
their personnel. For this reason, the 
Department will apply the June 
compliance date this provision. 
However, the Department would regard 
violation 382.7 and/or 382.31 
(general nondiscrimination and refusal 
transportation) conduct airline 
exclude otherwise restrict 
passenger because the passenger had 
disease infection which public health 
authorities have said not 
transmissible casual contact (e.g., 
infection with, conditions associated 
with, human immunodeficiency virus). 

The medical certificates provision 
appears able implemented 
immediately, with little change 
existing carrier procedures. reflects 
the basic point that disabilities are not 
equivalent illnesses. Except for 
paragraph (c), which cross-reference 
the communicable diseases section 
the rule, unnecessary apply the 
June compliance date. 


Section 382.55 Miscellaneous 
Provisions 


Paragraph (a) concerns service 
animals, which are allowed 
accompany their users flights, the 
users’ seats. Implementing this provision 
requires only that carriers not limit 
persons and their service animals 
particular seats (except where blocking 
aisle other key area would result). 
Carriers are likely already have 
information transporting animals 
outside the continental U.S. The June 
compliance date need not apply this 
paragraph. 

Paragraphs (b) and (c) are 
prohibitions arbitrary practices 
concerning blankets and special holding 
areas that carriers need additional 
time implement. Application the 
June compliance date not necessary. 


Section Charges for 
Accommodations Prohibited 


implement this provision, which simply 
prohibits special charges for 


accommodations required the rule. 
Carriers comply with this provision 
simply refraining from imposing such 
charges. 


Sections 382.61 Training and 382.63 
Carrier Programs 


These sections contain their own 
internal timetables for training 
employees, establishing carrier 
programs, and submitting the programs 
the Department for review. Because 
compliance dates are already built into 
these sections, unnecessary apply 
the June compliance date them. 


Section 382.65 Compliance Procedures 


Paragraph (a) requires that carriers 
make complaints resolution officials 
(CROs) available deal with passenger 
concerns about violations the rule. 
Under 382.61, CROs must trained 
within days the effective date 
the rule (i.e., June 4). makes sense 
apply the June compliance date this 
paragraph, since doing will result 
CROs being required place 
the time their training required 
completed. The June compliance date 
will also apply paragraph (b)(2), 
which refers CROs the context 
written complaints carriers. 

The remainder paragraph (b) refers 
written complaints carriers. 
Because carriers, through consumer 
affairs similar offices, already are 
likely have people and administrative 
systems place respond unhappy 
passengers, and that passengers have 
means accessing carriers when they 
have complaints, the Department not 
applying the June compliance date 
the remainder paragraph (b). The 
recourse consumers the 
Office Consumer 
Affairs and formal enforcement process, 
course, available present, the 
June compliance date not relevant 
for paragraphs (c) and (d). 


Regulatory Process Matters 


This not major rule under 
Executive Order 12291 significant 
rule under the Regulatory 
Policies and Procedures. This rule 
imposes costs, has Federalism 
implications, and does not have 
significant economic impact 
substantial number small entities. 
Therefore, neither regulatory 
evaluation, Federalism assessment, nor 
regulatory flexibility analysis 
warranted. 

This rule relieves restriction 
that carriers begin compliance with all 
provisions part 382 April 5), 
response petitions from affected 
parties. addition, compliance with 
some provisions part 382 could 
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difficult achieve April and 
would impracticable insist the 
contrary. Doing could also place 
carriers technical violation the 
rules, which could create significant 
problems the 
enforcement process. Because the April 
effective date part 382 only few 
days away, quick action necessary, 
and there has not been time obtain 
public comment. (Public comment 
sought the notice for any further 
changes the compliance date.) For 
these reasons, the Department finds 
good cause make the rule effective 
less than days after publication and 
determines that prior opportunity for 
public comment impracticable and 
contrary the public interest.

However, the basic information being 
sought the final version remains the 
same that the proposal. Because 
the amendment requires submission 
information Customs, part 178, the list 
sections which contain approved 
collections information also being 
amended.

Backgroun 


recent years, the U.S. Customs 
Service has been increasing its use 
automated information-processing 
technology order provide quicker, 
more efficient service importers. 
principal element this effort has been 
the adoption the Automated 
Commercial System (ACS). Through this 
system, importers are able have their 
merchandise quickly cleared through the 
entry documentation process. One the 
critical elements which enables the ACS 
process function efficiently item 
known the “Manufacturer ID” (MID 
code). This standardized code which 
intended provide unique piece 
data which can used various 
automated systems. Instructions for 
constructing this code element were 
provided the public T.D. 87-88, 
24034, June 26, 1987. Use this MID 
code was required July 27, 1987, for 
all forms processed through the cargo 
selectivity module the ACS. 

When the MID code requirement was 
implemented, Customs had record 
many the manufacturers for whom 
were being developed and 
submitted. Additionally, 
manufacturers whose identity cannot 
readily verified appear constantly. 

The Customs Service has established 
automated system process all 
formal entries and select those 
shipments that are high risk for 
intensive examinations scrutiny. 
the present time, approximately 
percent all cargo shipments are 
released without extensive Customs 
examination, with only review 
the documentation. For ACS cargo 
selectivity entry processing work 
efficiently, necessary that the 
system able verify the MID code 
name and address. The MID 
code provided entry must verified 
Customs confident that the 
entry processing system and 
examination designations assigned 
shipments are proper. The address 
absolutely necessary determine and 
construct the unique identifier for the 
manufacturer seller ACS. Without 
this information, the usefulness the 
Customs ACS history files will 
lessened. 

The ACS currently faced with 
large number “pending (MID 
codes which have been filed with 
Customs, but which are not currently 
associated with specific manufacturer 
seller name and address) and 
incorrect MID codes. The efficient 
operation the system disrupted 
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whenever encounters one these 
unvalidated MID codes. 

Because Customs needs this 
information the time entry, 
amendment the Customs Regulations 
was proposed and published the 
Federal Register November 13, 1989 
(54 47219). The information being 
required this amendment will 
used verify data provided the time 
entry filing ensure that the data 
used selecting shipments for 
examinations valid. This amendment 
intended provide Customs with the 
information which will enable 
eliminate greatly reduce the numbers 
these unvalidated MID codes. 

The information required this 
amendment not duplicated under 
existing Customs Regulations any 
other phase the entry processing 
system. Section 141.61 describes the 
manner which entry documents and 
forms must completed. Section 142.3 
sets forth entry documentation 
requirements. Section sets forth 
the required contents the invoice 
submitted the time entry. 
Currently, the invoice must contain 
adequate description the 
merchandise, the quantity the 
merchandise, the value the 
merchandise and the appropriate tariff 
code. Information regarding the 
manufacturer/seller not required 
the invoice, but optional. Section 
141.86 sets forth the required contents 
the invoice for submission with the 
entry summary. This summary must 
filed later than days after the filing 
the entry documentation. Again, the 
regulations provide the importer with 
the option providing information 
either the seller the shipper the 
merchandise, neither which may 
the actual manufacturer. 

originally proposed, 142.6 would 
have been amended adding new 
paragraph (5) which read: 

(5) The name and address 
the individual firm who responsible 
for invoicing the merchandise (for 
example, the manufacturer the 
shipper). 


Discussion Comments 


Customs received seven comments 
the proposed amendment from members 
the public. While none the 
comments expressed vigorous 
opposition the proposed amendment, 
several did raise questions which have 
resulted minor modifications the 
language the amendment. 

Comment: Several comments 
expressed concern that importers would 
face significant difficulties Customs 
adopted regulations which required that 
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the imported 
merchandise identified the 
invoice. One instance cited where 
difficulties could arise would when 
importers contract with foreign vendors 
for The vendors might 
whose joint product 
would then consolidated the 
shipment. Another instance would 
where merchandise was obtained 
trading companies which deal generic 
commodities; the identity the actual 
manufacturer might unavailable and 
unknown the imperter.

Three commenters suggested that 
hearing status upon entering military 
service should considered and 
compared hearing status upon 
discharge release from service. Two 
the three further stated that any 
change shift hearing service 
should considered service-connected 
related. 

When making determination 
whether not service connection 
warranted for any disease injury, 
always considers the service medical 
records, including the findings shown 
entrance and discharge release, 
well all other evidence record. 
Service connection basically means that 
the evidence establishes that disease 
injury resulting disability was 
incurred coincident with military 
service, preexisting such service, 
was aggravated therein. The purpose 
this regulation provide gauge 
what constitutes hearing disability. 
change hearing result military 
service disability only exceeds 
the specified levels constituting hearing 
disability. We, therefore, not agree 
that any change hearing service 
should service-connected. 

One commenter stated that our 
proposed regulation was too lenient. 
not agree. The pure tone thresholds 
are not significantly changed from the 
procedural guidelines for determining 
normal hearing which rating boards 
have used for many years. The 
significant change between the 
guidelines and the proposed 
pure tone thresholds 250 Hertz (Hz) 
and considering such thresholds 3000 
Hz. 

commenters recommended that 
the speech recognition test words 
presented normal conversation level 
and that this presentation level 
factored into the speech recognition 
scores. 

not concur. establishes 
service connection for “uncorrected” 
hearing loss based unaided 
audiological test results. Since 
speech recognition scores are obtained 
decibels Sensation Level 
for hearing” listeners, 
presentation average conversational 
level Sound Pressure Level 
would result decreased speech 
recognition ability for even mildly 
impaired veterans. Service connection 
must established the basis 


, 
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audiological results which reflect 
maximum residual auditory function. 

One commenter stated that the 
proposed criteria appear fair 
because the requirement for speech 
recognition testing and the absence 
age correction factors. However, that 
commenter believes that “normal 
hearing” cannot exist when pure tone 
thresholds exceed any 
frequency. was recommended that the 
regulation not refer “hearing within 
normal limits” but “not service- 
connected.” concur and have 
amended 3.385 accordingly. 

Two commenters objected the 
regulation because would limit 
audiometric testing 4000 Hz. One 
stated that noise induced high frequency 
sensorineural hearing loss 
characterized sharp dip between 
3000 and 6000 Hz, usually first appearing 
4000 Hz, and suggested the regulation 
amended include 6000 and 8000 
Hz. The other stated the limitation 
disagrees with current procedures used 
the service departments which 
measure thresholds above 4000 Hz, such 
procedures being consistent with current 
medical literature. 

not concur. While audiometric 
testing will continue include 6000 and 
8000 among the frequencies 
measured, thresholds those 
frequencies are not included the 
regulation for the following reasons: 

(1) Although speech sound energy 
exists frequencies above 4000 Hz, 
most the energy concentrated the 
frequency range between 500 and 2000 
Hz. addition, studies have shown that 
even when all frequencies above 4000 
are eliminated means filtering, 
speech recognition scores remain the 
95% level. 

(2) recognition the contribution 
the higher frequencies speech 
recognition and the prevalence high- 
frequency hearing loss the veteran 
population, the threshold 3000 
routinely measured and newly included 
the frequencies used calculate the 
puretone, air conduction average (1000, 
2000, 3000, and 4000 Hz). With the 
adoption the new disability rating 
schedule December 1987, for the first 
time, thresholds 3000 and 4000 
were included the calculation the 
puretone average, and 3000 now 
being included the criteria for the 
levels which hearing loss becomes 
disabling. 

(3) frequencies above 4000 were 
considered establishing service 
connection, there would increased 
probability that noise induced hearing 
loss could complicated 
presbycusis (hearing loss associated 


with the aging process) some other 
etiologies such ototoxic drugs. 

(4) should also noted that none 
the branches the military services 
includes 6000 8000 induction 
physical audiograms. Therefore, there 
would baseline threshold 
audiogram for comparison with 
audiograms after military service. 

(5) The use 4000 the highest 
frequency considered does not represent 
change from the current procedural 
guidelines. 

One commenter stated the proposed 
regulation not consistent with the 
amended regulations for the evaluation 
hearing loss effective December 18, 
1987. not agree. Although the 
proposed criteria appear odds 
with Table the December 1987 
rating schedule revision, the numeric 
designations such table are used (as 
were the letter designations the 
preceding table) calculate the percent 
disability rating for compensation 
purposes rather than describe 
clinically the degree hearing loss. 

That commenter also stated the 
proposal discrepant with the 
definition normal hearing contained 
Veterans Benefits Administration 
(formerly Department Veterans 
Benefits) Manual M21-1, paragraph 
50.11a and that the proposal not 
necessary the manual provisions 
represent current policy which 
binding the rating boards. not 
agree the manual definition refers 
“Speech Reception Threshold” which 
longer used the revised rating 
schedule the proposed regulation. 
addition, the manual definition 
includes 250 which longer used, 
and does not include 3000 which 
included the revised rating schedule 
and being included the subject 
regulation. Consequently, the manual 
definition longer applicable and 
will revised following publication 
this regulation. 

The same commenter also stated the 
proposal would unnecessarily set 
concrete the definition normal 
hearing. not concur. Not only 
must the rating boards have criteria 
used determining service 
connection, but the criteria must 
binding throughout VA, which not the 
case with the procedural guidelines 
the above-cited manual. 

appreciate the comments and 
suggestions those who responded 
publication the proposed regulation.

One unsubsidized liner carrier 
operating the foreign and domestic 
service suggested requiring applicants 
identify subsidized and unsubsidized 
operation the months preceding the 
date application. 

One subsidized liner carrier operating 
the foreign service said 605(c) 
applicants should show total 
commercial cargo moving the trade 
route and their own anticipated increase 
carriage that route. 

Response: MARAD agrees that the 
application for written permission under 
section should provide more 
details about the domestic service which 
the subject written permission 
sought under section 805(a). Therefore, 
CFR part 380, subpart require 
the submission sufficient information 
describe detail the existing 
proposed new domestic service, 
including such items the names and 
operated, itineraries, frequency 
service, vessel utilization, volume 
cargo carried projected carried 
and U.S.-flag competitors the service. 

Additionally, the regulation 
proposed would also require the 
applicant affirm that the application 
allowed, the applicant will not permit 
the diversion, directly indirectly,

One subsidized liner carrier operating 
the foreign service said 
listing some actions considered the 
past evidence that carrier has real 
plans initiate service, should only 
guideline because judicial and 
administrative decisions are controlling. 

Ancther subsidized liner carrier 
operating the foreign service said the 
petition intervene needs information 
permitting identification and exclusion 
cargo movements accomplished 
part foreign-flag vessels. This 
commenter said intermodal objector 
should required state its average 
annual carriage for the past months, 
outbound and inbound, the trade 
route proposed. The commenter suggests

MARAD's 
historical practice has been require 
sailing frequencies and ports 
months. The only change that this 
information now required earlier 
stage the proceeding. 

MARAD agrees that the actions listed 
this section, which the past were 
considered evidence that carrier 
has firm and definite plans initiate 
service, are only guideline. MARAD 
will continue apply appropriate 
judicial and administrative decisions. 

circumstances where cargo carried 
foreign-flag feeder vessel the ultimate 
destination, MARAD has considered 
only the actual service the U.S.-flag 
vessel compiling trade data for 
section 605(c) proceedings. Under 
existing procedure, MARAD icoks 
cargo data the basis areas covered 
the application and not the areas 
served vessels opposing the 
application. MARAD sees need 
change this procedure. MARAD agrees 
that intermodal objector should 
required state its average annual 
carriage for the past months the 
trade route proposed and has revised 
the final rule reflect this addition. 


Section 
Applications—Answer 


One unsubsidized liner carrier 
operating the domestic service said 
intervenor overly burdened the 
pleading requirements which, alleges, 
shift the burden proof from the 
applicant, thereby showing the 
position this issue. One 
unsubsidized liner carrier operating 
the foreign and domestic service said 
requiring the intervenor answer each 
factual and legal matter raised, without 
discovery, and then have that answer 
constitute the only opportunity 
present evidence, does not comport with 
existing MARAD rules and regulations. 
One subsidized liner carrier operating 
the foreign service found the section 
overly mechanized. That commenter 
said evidentiary facts and conclusions 
fact should distinguished because 


dispute over conclusions fact should 
not require hearing. 

Response: noted previously, 
MARAD believes intervenors are not 
overly burdened the pleading 
requirements because applicants must 
now provide the detailed information 
required the new Form MA-964. 
MARAD disagrees that the rule shifts 
the burden proof potential 
intervenors. The rule does not shift the 
ultimate burden persuasion the 
question whether not grant 
additional service; rests with the 
applicant. The rule only details what 
expected intervenor part its 
burden coming forward with 
information support its opposition 
the application. 

With the new application Form MA-

Section 203.3(d)—Opposition

Many commenters felt the proposed 
rule unduly limits standing. One 
subsidized tanker carrier operating 
the foreign service was concerned that 
standing under section 605(c) would 
unlawfully limited liners because bulk 
vessels spot market would not 
able show sailings and specific port 
calls for the prior months 
particular route, even though bulk 
vessels may compete with liners 
carrying preference cargo with 
operating-differential subsidy (ODS). 
The unlicensed seafarers union said this 
section would deny its members 
standing participate section 805(a) 
proceedings and would counter the 
purpose the Act because vessel crews 
are within its zone protection. This 
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commenter and unsubsidized foreign 
and domestic liner, tug and barge 
operator said standing statutory 
right that cannot limited through 
rulemaking but only legislative 
action. Additionally, the operator said 
the rulemaking not good policy 
because these issues.are currently the 
subject major legislative proposals. 

One unsubsidized liner carrier 
operating the domestic service said 
the rule should modified allow 
domestic carrier invoke initiate 
section hearing when 
competitor the domestic trade 
previously granted section 805(a) 
authority seeks subsidy additional 
foreign route. This commenter said the 
rule should provide that decision 
involving application serve oné 
foreign trade with subsidy not 
dispositive subsequent application 
serve another trade. One 
unsubsidized liner carrier operating 
the domestic service said the rule 
inappropriately restricts standing 
construing the substantive rule 
regarding “unfair competition any 
exclusively domestic operator” rule 
standing. This commenter said that 
once standing established, 
intervenor may raise any relevant issue 
and therefore 203.3(d)(2) should 
deleted. One subsidized liner carrier 
operating the foreign service said that 
granted section 605(c) standing 
“competing” carrier must providing 
liner service.

One subsidized liner carrier operating 
the foreign service objected 
incorporating the comments Docket 
this rule because the lack 
opportunity readdress any 
misunderstanding their prior 
comments when the final rule 
published.

This commenter 
believes intermodal standing “turns 
upon whether ‘the character cargo 
carried’ taken its natural meaning 
relate cargo characteristics (as 
bulk breakbulk) or, expanding 
‘character cargo’ include origin and 
destination, cargo that did move 
through the ports ranges served.” This 
commenter further said that MARAD 
decisions show that cargo competition 
alone does not give 605(c) standing 
one who does not operate vessels 
all water competing service the same 
coastal range. They argue that this 
proposed rule would overturn previous 
Board decisions, such Lykes Bros. 
Co.—Petition for Minibridge 
Rulemaking, 1645 (1976), and 
that this can only done legislation. 
The commenter stated that MARAD 
goes forward anyway, intervention 
should only allowed after 
convincing showing substantial 
competition. 


Response: MARAD understands the 
differences between bulk and liner 
vessels and will take them into 
consideration granting leave 
intervene. However, MARAD still needs 
know the trade the bulk vessels 
proposed intervenors see they are 
actually competitive. 

With regard intervention 
shipboard personnel and their 
representatives, should clearly 
understood that MARAD does not 
intend, this rule, alter past practice 
and precedent. Leave intervene 
opposition applications under section 
will granted, clearly spelled 
out the statute, “every person, firm, 
corporation having any interest 
such application.” 


MARAD does not agree that 
intervention under sections and 
805(a) statutory right any and all 
persons. The right intervene limited 
those parties providing existing 
essential service those having firm 
and definite plans provide service 
under section and those parties 
operating the coastwise trade with 
which section application, 
granted, would result unfair 
competition those parties properly 
raising the objects and policy issue 
under section this rule 
MARAD does not intend further limit 
intervention beyond the statutory 
limitations, but rather structure 
procedures and enhance its ability 
conduct orderly and expeditious 
proceedings. 

MARAD aware current 
legislative proposals which may impact 
these issues. This rulemaking has 
been undertaken reduce the 
regulatory burden operators and 
clarify the alternative procedures 
available provide hearing where 
required statute. changes are later 
made through legislation, MARAD will 
amend its regulations accordingly. 

MARAD believes that domestic 
carrier does not have inherent right 
initiate invoke section 805(a) 
hearing when competitor who has 
been granted section 805(a) authority 
seeks subsidy additional foreign 
route. Once 805(a) application 
granted, MARAD will not generally 
review that approval when the 
subsidized services the applicant may 
change. 

While there may limits the 
issues that intervenor may raise, 
MARAD does not intend 203.3(d)(2) 
impose such limits.

notice initiation this FAAS 
process was published January 19, 
1990 (55 1853). The notice informed 
the public that there was problem with 
sublegal yellowtail flounder discards 
the vicinity the area designated the 
Southern New England/Mid-Atlantic 
Region Closed Area and that the 
Multispecies Committee the Council 
was considering managing the area 
through combination minimum 
mesh size inches the time periods 
immediately preceding and following 
closure the entire area for the time 
period already specified 651.21(b). 
The early closure the western portion 
this area will result the entire area 
being closed from March 1990, through 
May 31, 1990. Alternative measures 
being considered were minimum mesh 
the closure all part the area for 
the entire time period. The notice 
specified that the required reports would 
available January 24, 1990, and 
that written comments the action 
would accepted until February 
1990, which time public hearing 
the matter would held. 
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There are several mesh restrictions 
already place for this fishery. 
However, present there are 
minimum mesh requirements for the 
Southern New England/Mid-Atlantic 
Region Closed Area. This action will 
require minimum mesh inches 
all net gear capable catching 
groundfish. 

Under existing regulations, the 
Southern New England/Mid-Atlantic 
Region Closed Area may reopened 
after May notice the Federal 
Register, when the Regional Director, 
after consultation with the Council, 
determines that the closure has 
achieved the appropriate spawning level 
for yellowtail and winter flounder. The 
exceptions contained 651.21(b)(3) 
apply under existing regulations and 
the expanded area closed this action. 


Factfinding Report 


The Regional Factfinding 
Report was made available the public 
January 24, 1990, and summarized the 
results the the discard 
problem. The study was conducted 
the Sea Sampling Investigation the 
NMFS Northeast Fishery Center (NEFC) 
and the report used information 
gathered from three trips made into the 
area, and from the port agents the 
Fishery Statistics Investigation the 
NEFC. 

High discards yellowtail flounder 
the area were initially reported 
October, and continue date. Reports 
fishermen the port agents indicate 
that the smaller fish have been moving 
west, and are currently area south 
south Block Island, Rhode Island. 
From these reports, appears that the 
rate discard sublegal fish the 
highest this area, and decreases 
one moves east toward the Nantucket 
Lightship. The discarded yellowtail 
flounder are reported fishermen 
between and inches length and 
full roe. Unfortunately, the three 
recent sea sampled trips all fished east 
Island and were not able 
confirm this information first hand. 

The three sea-sampled trips all fished 
mid-January and used nets with 
codends 5-inch diamond mesh 
inch square mesh. Neither net had 
codend liner, and all trips targeted 
yellowtail. The discard rate with the 
codend was higher than with 
the 5-inch codend, but the difference can 
explained the differences gear 
and the fact that the towing times 
with the 5%-inch codend were almost 
double the towing times with the 5-inch 
codend. Discards weight were 
percent, comprised fish between 
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yellowtail flounder. The report 
recommended biweekly monitoring 
the area through the Sea Sampling 
Program determine the small 
yellowtail flounder were present the 
area. 


Impact Analysis 


impact analysis prepared the 
Council was made available the 
public January 24, 1990. The report 
summarized the expected impacts 
closure the area with the types gear 
specified for two-month time period. 

The analysis was hampered the 
following limitations: 

(1) was not possible calculate 
how each alternative might improve the 
spawning stock biomass the 
reproductive potential yellowtail 
flounder any the other major 
commercial species, particularly cod, 
caught this area. This was the 
analysis’ greatest limitation because 
caused potential benefits, particularly 
from the area closure and mesh 
alternatives, underestimated 
relative the estimated benefits the 
proposed 5-inch mesh size. 

(2) The sampling data and mesh 
selectivity data only indicated the 
proportion the small fish the area 
and the rate escapement. The 
sampling data were only sufficient 
confirm reports that there are large 
concentrations small yellowtail 
flounder and cod the area. was not 
sufficient determine changes catch 
rates caused increased abundance. 
Because there was information 
the level fishing effort (i.e., the 
number standard tows) was not 
possible calculate the amount 
small fish which will discarded 
landed with different mesh sizes. 

(3) The impact analysis limited 
the fact that the latest landings data are 
from 1988, and species abundance and 
fishing effort almost certainly have 
changed since 1988.

The analysis determined positive 


for the 5-inch mesh and March 


May closure alternative, due the 
following reasons: (1) had the lowest 
cost fishermen terms immediate 
reductions landings; (2) once the 
small yellowtail grow, larger 
proportion them will caught within 
the next year with smaller mesh size; 
and (3) because this alternative 
essentially mesh-size regulation, with 
the exception the area closure the 
western part the Southern New 
Region Closed 
Area, has immediate negative 
impact scallopers. 

The analysis showed large negative 
impact for the 5%-inch mesh and March 
1-May closure alternative. While this 
alternative offered greater protection 
both small yellowtail flounder and 
Atlantic cod, there were several reasons 
why the analysis showed lower net 
benefits than for the 5-inch alternative: 

(1) larger mesh size causes larger 
immediate reduction landings 
several species. 

(2) Some the small yellowtail which 
would escape the 5%-inch mesh but not 
the 5-inch mesh will subject 
natural mortality. 

(3) Benefits from protecting small cod 
could not included because historical 
landing patterns did not indicate that 
the small cod were likely remain 
the area long enough benefit from the 
protection. 

(4) Impacts projected 
beyond the period the proposed 
acticn because impossible 
estimate the percentage fish that will 
survive fishing within that timeframe 
except under complete closure. 

The analysis the complete closure 
(February 13) alternative also 
showed large negative impacts, althoug 
also showed the greatest benefits 
terms increased yellowtail landings. 
The main reason for the negative results 
was the initial negative impact 
trawlers and the negative impact has 
scallopers. Although negative 
impacts scallopers were probably 
underestimated arbitrarily basing 
them percent the value their 
historical landings, they were still 


significant hecause the large amount 
scallops which have been landed 
the western part the area. Negative 
impacts trawlers terms foregone 
revenues were estimated 
percent the value their historical 
landings from the area. This amount 
conservative the sense that not 
much greater than the estimated 
percent reduction landings from 
increasing the mesh size inches. 


Public Comments 

written comments were submitted 
during the public comment period. 

the public hearing conducted 
the Committee, several commenters 
expressed support for the proposed 
action but recommended codend mesh 
size inches rather than the smaller 
mesh. This was based their recent 
experience using square 
mesh the area. discussion ensued 
the availability square mesh and 
was learned that net suppliers the 
West Coast had supplies available; 
diamond mesh nets could converted 
approximately two hours. 

Another fisherman offered 
alternative reducing the size the 
area and having moving closures based 
upon where the fish actually were. 

representative the New York 
State Division Marine Resources 
commented that closure the entire 
area instead mesh requirement 
should considered would 
provide the greatest protection, more 
enforceable, and was supported 
recommendation the Technical 
Monitoring Group. 

fisherman from Long Island 
requested that there size tolerance 
allowed due the shrinkage over time 
the yellowtail flounder caught. 
further commented that, where 
yellowtail flounder caught off Long 
Island were slimmer shape, 
inch mesh would too large and few 
marketable fish would retained. 

Further discussion implementation 
mesh requirement Southern New 
England raised the concern small 
mesh nets having stowed when 
vessels passed through the area and had 
yellowtail flounder aboard. was 
suggested that one more transit lanes 
established ease this requirement. 


Committee Recommendation 

Based upon the public comments, 
which indicated that there was less 
discard problem with square 
mesh codend, the Committee 
recommended that instead the 5-inch 
minimum mesh requirement proposed, 
would more appropriate impose 
5%-inch mesh for that time when mesh 
requirement place. The 
minimum mesh size would apply the 


diamond mesh, the entire net 
were gillnet. The Committee further 
recommended that the issue transit 
lanes through the area examined for 
appropriateness and enforceability.

Other Matters 


This action authorized CFR 
part 651 and consistent with the 


Magnuson Act and other applicable law. 


This action complies with Executive 
Order 12291 and the Regulatory 
Flexibility Act (RFA). falls within the 
limits alternatives analyzed under 
Amendment and such neither 
constitutes major rule under E.O. 
12291 nor has significant economic 
impact substantial number small 
entities under the RFA. The regulatory 


impact review/regulatory flexibility 
analysis Amendment anticipated 
this type action. The Economic Impact 
Analysis prepared the Council for 
this action supplemented the original 
analysis and concluded that the 
combination mesh and 
expansion the existing area closure 
offered significant protection 
yellowtail flounder, although also 
would result the largest negative 
short-term impact discussed above. 
This action consistent with the 
objectives Amendment providing 
long-term benefits allowing 
concentrations juveniles reach 
maturity and contributing 
recruitment, thereby increasing future 
landings yellowtail flounder. 

The Assistant Administrator finds for 
good cause that unnecessary 
provide further public notice and 
opportunity comment, under the 
provisions section 553(b) the 
Administrative Procedure Act (APA).

proposed rule issued under Marketing 
Agreement and Marketing Order 
905, both amefided CFR Part 
regulating the handling oranges, 
grapefruit, tangerines, and tangelos 
grown Florida. The agreement and 
order effective under the Agricultural 
Marketing Agreement Act 1937, 
amended U.S.C. 601-674), hereinafter 
referred the Act. 

This proposed rule has been reviewed 
under Executive Order 12291 and 
Departmental Regulation 1512-1 and has 
been determined “non-major” 
rule under criteria contained therein. 

Pursuant requirements set forth 
the Regulatory Flexibility Act (RFA), the 
Administrator the Agricultural 
Marketing Service (AMS) has 
considered the economic impact this 
proposed rule small entities. 

The purpose the RFA fit 
regulatory actions the scale 
business subject such actions order 
that small businesses will not unduly 
disproportionately burdened. 
Marketing orders issued pursuant the 
Act, and rules issued thereunder, are 
unique that they are brought about 
through group action essentially small 
entities acting their own 
Thus, both statutes have small entity 
orientation and compatibility. 

There are about 100 citrus handlers 
subject regulation under the 
marketing order covering fresh oranges, 
grapefruit, tangerines, and tangelos 
grown Florida, and about 13,000 
producers these fruits Florida. 
Small agricultural producers have been 
defined the Small Business 
Administration (13 CFR 121.2) those 
having annual receipts less than 
$500,000, and small agricultural service 
firms are defined those whose annual 
receipts are less than $3,500,000. 
minority these handlers and 
majority these producers may 
classified small entities. 

This marketing order, administered 
the U.S. Department Agriculture 
requires that the 
assessment rate for particular fiscal 
year shall apply all assessable citrus 
fruit handled from the beginning such 
year. annual budget expenses and 
assessment rate prepared the 
committee and submitted the 
Department for approval. The committee 
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members are handlers and producers 
Florida citrus. They are familiar with the 
needs and with the costs for 
goods, services, and personnel their 
local area and are thus position 
formulate appropriate budgets. The 
budget formulated and discussed 
public meetings. Thus, all directly 
affected persons have opportunity 
participate and provide input. 

The assessment rate recommended 
the committee derived dividing 
anticipated expenses the expected 
cartons (4/5 bushels) fruit shipped. 
Because that rate applied actual 
rate which will produce sufficient 
income pay the committee’s expected 
expenses. The annual budget and 
assessment rate are usually 
recommended the committee shortly 
before season starts, and expenses are 
incurred continuous basis. 
Therefore, budget and assessment rate 
approvals must expedited that the 
committee will have funds pay its 
expenses. 

The committee met February 27, 
1990, and unanimously recommended 
1990-91 budget with expenditures 
$180,000, compared with $185,000 
budgeted for 1989-90. Proposed 1990-91 
expenditures are comparable those 
budgeted for 1989-90. The expenses are 
for program administration, including 
employee salaries, fringe benefits, 
travel, office rent and equipment, and 
miscellaneous costs. 

The committee also unanimously 
recommended 1990-91 assessment rate 
$0.0034 per 4/5 bushel carton fresh 
fruit shipped. Based estimated fresh 
shipments 50,000,000 cartons, 1990-91 
assessment income expected total 
$170,000. Interest income for 1990-91 
estimated $2,600, while the budgeted 
deficit ($7,400) drawn from the 
reserve. The 1989-90 
assessment rate was $0.0027. The 
assessment rate increase ($0.0007) 
reflects 10,000,000 carton reduction 
estimated fresh shipments for 1990-91, 
compared with the 1989-90 estimate. 
reserve the neighborhood $90,000 
expected the end the fiscal 
year. This well within the amount 
authorized under the order. 

While this proposed action would 
impose some additional costs 
handlers, the costs are the form 
uniform assessments all handlers.

These types conditions have been 
used the Commission settlement 
litigation accordance with CFR 
2.203. See Edward Hines, Medical

This rulemaking establishes the 
procedures used issuing orders 
licensed and unlicensed persons.

The amendments will 
make the Rules 
Practice more consistent the 
existing statutory 
authority and provide the appropriate 
procedural framework take action, 
appropriate cases, order protect the 
public health and safety. The 
amendments also will make clear that 
hearing rights not attach demands 
show cause, consistent with section 
189 the Atomic Energy Act 1954, 
amended, and the Administrative 
Procedure Act. 

The proposed rule constitutes the 
preferred course action and the cost 
involved its promulgation and 
application necessary and 
appropriate. The foregoing discussion 
constitutes the regulatory analysis for 
this proposed rule.

SUMMARY: The Nuclear Regulatory 
revise its regulations put unlicensed 
persons that they may 
subject enforcement action (1) for 
willfully causing licensee violate 
any the Commission's requirements 
for other willful misconduct that 
(a) arises out activities within the 
jurisdiction the NRC and (b) places 
question the reasonable 
assurance that licensed activities will 
conducted manner that provides 
adequate protection the public health 
and safety. The proposed rule would 
subject person who engages that 
conduct enforcement action under 
existing regulations. This proposed rule 
will enable the Commission better 
address willful misconduct that places 
question the reasonable assurance 
that licensed activities will 
-conducted manner that will provide 


adequate protection the public health 
and safety.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: Over the 
years, the Commission has most cases 
issued licenses organizations rather 
than individuals. Likewise, the 
enforcement program 
holds the licensees responsible for not 
only the conduct operations, but also 
for the conduct their employees, 
consultants, contractors. Until now, 
enforcement actions concerning persons 
who have willfully caused violations 
Commission requirements otherwise 
have engaged willful misconduct 
connection with licensed activities 
consisted actions against licensees, 
including Notices Violations, civil 
penalties, and orders modifying the 
license direct removal the 
individual from licensed activities the 
licensed facility where the 
occurred, orders confirming that the 
licensee has removed individual from 
licensed activities. These actions only 
indirectly reach individual. 

These instances willful misconduct 
the part unlicensed individuals 
have caused NRC have reduced 
confidence that all these individuals 
would conduct licensed activities 
manner that adequately protects public 
health and safety. This conduct has 
included deliberate violations NRC 
requirements, falsification records, 
false statements the NRC, and 
interfering with NRC investigation, 
well other forms wrongdoing. After 
becoming aware such conduct, 
licensee may dismiss the employee 
either its own decision because 
the NRC formally orders removal the 
employee from licensed activity. 
However, the wrongdoer may seek other 
employment the same field another 


NRC Agreement State-licensed 
facility, often without the knowledge 
the NRC knowledge the new 
employer the prior 
conduct. The Commission has also 
noted that willful acts licensees’ 
contractors, vendors, their employees 
have caused licensees violation 
Commission requirements. The 
Commission believes that additional 
enforcement options are needed 
address directly persons who are not 
themselves licensees, but are have 
been engaged licensed activities and 
whose willful misconduct, directly 
violation Commission requirement 
places question the 
reasonable assurance adequate 
protection the public health and 
safety. “Licensed activities,” used 
this rule, includes those actions that 
enable licensee carry out its 

With the jurisdiction, 
that encompasses all those activities 
that licensee its contractors, 
employees, other agents perform 
permit the licensee carry out 
activities licensed the Commission 
accordance with Commission 
requirements, whether performed 
off site. 

Accordingly, the Commission 
proposing amend its regulations 
put notice all those who are engaged 
any manner activities subject the 
jurisdiction that they may 
subject enforcement action for 
willful misconduct that causes 
licensee violation any rule, 
regulation, order issued the 
Commission, any term, condition, 
limitation, any license issued the 
Commission.” The proposed change 
makes any person who violates this 
requirement subject enforcement 
action accordance with the 
procedures CFR part subpart 

That subpart provides for issuance 
Notices Violation, civil penalties, and 
orders. 

These changes will allow the 
Commission utilize the full range 
enforcement sanctions, where 
warranted, against any person willfully 
violating causing violation 
Commission requirements. This would 
include licensee employees, vendors, 
contractors, and consultants, and their 
employees, and other agents 
licensees. The Commission emphasizes 
that, taking action against these 
persons, does not intend diminish 
the responsibility licensee for the 


broad coextensive 
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conduct its employees and therefore, 
appropriate, the Commission also will 
taking action against the licensee 
directly. 

The proposed regulations focus 
willful misconduct. violation willful 
individual either knew that the 
conduct was prohibited showed 
careless disregard for whether the 
conduct was prohibited. Careless 
disregard has been described 
showing disregard for governing 
statute indifference its 
requirements. World Airlines, Inc. 
Thurston, 469 U.S.111 (1985); U.S. 
Illinois Central Railroad Co. 303 U.S. 
239 (1938). the 
statement considerations for the final 
rule Completeness and Accuracy 
Information (52 49362-65; December 
31, 1987) the Commission noted that 
willful conduct includes “careless 
indifference toward one’s 
responsibilities the consequences 
one’s actions.” The Enforcement 
Policy, CFR part appendix 
General Statement Policy and 
Procedure for NRC Enforcement 
Actions, states that “willfulness 
embraces spectrum violations 
ranging from deliberate intent violate 
falsify and including careless 
disregard for requirements.” finding 
careless disregard indicates that the 
person acted with reckless indifference 
the requirement, with disregard (or 
utter unconcern) the consequences 
whether there was compliance. This 
recklessness involves, minimum, 
unconcern whether requirement 
which individual blinds himself 
herself the realities whether 
violation has occurred will occur. 
This contrasts with violations caused 
simple error, misjudgment, 
miscalculation, ignorance, confusion 
the part the individual. 

most cases, taking action directly 
against the licensee should sufficient 
for conduct that does not involve 
wrongdoing, that is, conduct that does 
not rise least the level careless 
disregard. However, this focus willful 
misconduct the proposed regulations 
should not construed condone 
negligent conduct person that 
causes violation. cases involving 
negligent conduct, action against the 
individual more appropriately 
handled within the remedial 
program. 

Cases addressed this rulemaking 
where orders are issued are significant 
matters which (1) the staff concludes 
that the involvement 


licensed activities would cause the staff 
lose its confidence that there 
reasonable assurance that licensed 
activities will conducted 
accordance with the 
requirements, and (2) the NRC believes 
that has sufficient evidence prove 
preponderance the evidence that 
wrongdoing occurred. 

unlicensed individual the case 
employee licensee willfully causing 
Commission requirements. result 
that action, the Commission 
might longer have reasonable 
assurance that requirements necessary 
protect the public health and safety 
would followed that individual 
were continue engage activities 
within the jurisdiction. 
Another example where order

Additional examples 
include supervisor who discharges 
employee for raising safety concerns, 
company officer who directs employees 
provide false information the NRC, 
employee who falsifies records 
required information, employee 
who willfully defeats alarms that have 
safety significance. 

Depending the circumstances 
these types cases, might 
appropriate issue order the 
individual either prohibiting the

the future. The provision for prior notice 
would permit the Commission 
evaluate whether needs issue 
additional order prohibit condition 
the involvement licensed 
activities determine whether 
increased inspection effort needed.

This would 
provide some assurance that, should the 
individual employed perform 
licensed activities the future, the new 
employer would aware the 
past conduct and ensure 
that appropriate oversight place.

individual, the Commission might also 
order the facility licensee remove the 
individual from licensed activities. This 
would provide additional assurance that 
the individual actually removed. the 
licensee has already removed the 
wrongdoer, the NRC could issue 
order the licensee confirming the 
removal and requiring the licensee 
notify the NRC the licensee desires 
use the individual licensed activities 
the future, and provide the basis 
for doing so. These orders could also 
direct the licensee advise any 
prospective employer conducting 
licensed activities, who inquires about 
the past employment the wrongdoer, 
the issuance and publication the 
removing confirming order. These 
latter requirements may appropriate 
because, while the NRC has preferred 
not involved licensees’ 
employment decisions, has become 
apparent that licensees need more 
complete background information about 
prospective employees make better 
employment decisions. some 
instances, checking previous 
employment can thwarted because 
employers are often reluctant divulge 
prospective employers any 
derogatory information about former 
employees, due state laws and fear 
tort liability. Similar restrictions have 
been adopted final rule the

and companies that supply components 
other items knowing that they not 
comply with their certificates 
compliance. these cases, depending 
the circumstances, order might 
issued the contractor vendor, 
prohibiting use service, product, 
component licensed activities, 
the employee who had willfully 
committed the misconduct, prohibiting 
that involvement licensed 
activities. 

The Commission also recognizes that 
certain misconduct may not 
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violation Commission requirement. 
However, when that misconduct occurs 
connection with licensed activities 
reasonably reflects the ability the 
individual safely undertake licensed 
activities within the Commission's 
jurisdiction and raises serious 
question whether there 
reasonable assurance adequate 
protection the public health and 
safety the person continues 
involved licensed activities, NRC 
should have the ability issue order 
the person involved the 
misconduct.

The orders described above would 
issued only for misconduct that 
bears the ability carry out 
health safety-related responsibilities.

Ordinarily, the Commission would 
expect provide specific time limit 
for the provisions the order, and 
process for relaxation the order.. 
These orders will subject the 
procedures and hearing rights CFR 
part 

Issuance the orders described 
above would have the benefit making 
the NRC aware the person's future 
involvement licensed activities for the 
time specified the order, that the 
NRC may monitor that involvement 
necessary. will also provide future 
employers involved licensed activity 
the opportunity make informed 
employment decisions, provided that the 
person complies with the terms the 
order and informs the NRC and new

Orders, including orders imposing 
civil penalties, are published the 
Federal Register and NUREG-0940, 
(Enforcement Actions: Significant 
Actions Resolved), and are also the 
subject press release. addition, 
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the Commission intends establish 
system records that wil! include list 
order that affects their participetion 
licensed activities. list and copies 
all currently effective orders will sent 
all power reactor licensees twice 
year. The list, with copies orders, will 
made available other licensees 
and members the public request. 

The Commission believes that these 
actions will provide greater 
that licensees will aware persons 
who have been the subject NRC 
enforcement order. These actions should 
provide better accountability for 
employees, consultants, contractors, and 
vendors the nuclear industry and 
increase their responsibility and thus 
improve the quality performance, and 
therefore, the protection the public 
health and safety.

the proposed regulations conclude 
that conscientious people may 
subject personal liability for mistakes. 
The Commission realizes that people 
may make mistakes while acting good 
faith, and enforcement actions directly 
against individuals are not used 
for activities caused merely negligent 
conduct. These persons should have 
fear individual liability under this 
regulation, the rule requires that there 
willful misconduct before the rule’s 
sanctions may imposed. The 
Commission recognizes, stated 
section “Enforcement Actions 
Involving Individuals,” the NRC 
Policy and Procedure for Enforcement 
Actions; Policy Statement, CFR part 
appendix (1989), that enforcement 
actions involving individuals are 
significant actions that need 
closely controlled and judiciously 
applied. The Policy also states that 
action will not taken against 
individual the improper conduct was 
caused management failures. 

The NRC Enforcement Policy 
currently requires that all enforcement 
actions involving unlicensed individuals, 
and licensed individuals pursuant 
CFR part 55, approved the Deputy 
Executive Director for Nuclear Materials 
Safety, Safeguards, and Operations 
Support.

The licensing provisions listed 
section 234a generally prohibit the 
possession, use, receipt, transfer 
nuclear materials facilities unless 
authorized license. The specific 
prohibitions are follows: Section 57, 
63, and prohibit persons from 
engaging activities that may 
licensed pursuant sections 53, 63, 81, 
and unless those persons their 
principals hold licenses that permit 
those activities. Section 101 prohibits 
persons from engaging activities 
regarding production utilization 
facility that the NRC licenses under 
sections 103 104 unless those persons 
hold licenses that allow those activities. 
Section 101 further requires that persons 
licensed under sections 103 104 
conduct activities licensed pursuant 
those sections accordance with the 
licenses.

Regulatory Analysis 


The Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
has statutory authority issue 
enforcement actions against unlicensed 
persons whose willful misconduct 
the requirements 
causes the NRC question its 
reasonable assurance that licensed 
activities will conducted manner 
that provides adequate protection 
public health and safety. presently 
written, the regulations 
not specifically implement that statutory 
authority and issuance these orders. 
the past, the Commission has issued 
orders holders licenses directing 
removal wrongdoers from licensed 
activities. However, this approach does 
not satisfy concerns about wrongdoers 
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who may hired others the 
industry, without knowledge the prior 
wrongdoing, who are rehired the 
former employer, those instances 
where order was issued. 

The Commission concerned about 
number incidents willful 
wrongdoing recent years which 
has been limited its ability address 
the problem directly have some 
control over the activities the 
wrongdoer the near term. While the 
number cases willful misconduct 
which the NRC aware not large, any 
number unacceptable and the 
potential for injury serious enough 
that the problem must addressed. 

The objective the rule put 
everyone subject the 
jurisdiction notice that enforcement 
action, including civil penalties, might 
taken against them for willful 
misconduct relation NRC licensed 
activities. Under section 234 the 
Atomic Energy Act, the Commission 
may impose civil penalties 
employees licensees and others who 
willfully cause violation 
requirement. The Commission also may 
impose civil penalty person who 
violates order issued that person 
for willful misconduct, absent 
violation, that placed question the 
reasonable assurance that 
licensed activities will conducted 
manner that provides adequate 
protection the public health and 
safety, because the order would 
issued, part, pursuant regulation 
that was promulgated under licensing 
provision the Atomic Energy Act. The 
enforcement actions that are taken, 
including orders limiting activities 
wrongdoers the future and civil 
penalties, will serve deterrent 
others throughout the industry. 

The alternatives available the 
Commission are propose rule, 
done herein, nothing. Given the 
frequency these incidents, and the 
potential harm the public well 
individuals working NRC licensed 
activities, the alternative doing 
nothing was rejected. The benefits 
taking enforcement action are similar 
those taking action against licensed 
entities, that civil penalty and 
attendant adverse publicity encourage 
future com-pliance, the Notice 
Violation calls for precise response 
corrective action taken, and, 
enforcement order, obeyed, may 
directly control the involvement 
individual licensed activity. The 
effect having these options available 
the enforcement program should 
reduce the probability repetitive 
violations wrongdoers. 
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The NRC does not anticipate that 
additional investigations will 
necessary implement the rule because 
focuses the results 
investigations. The NRC estimates that 
fewer than five cases per year will 
actually result enforcement action 
being taken against unlicensed 
individuals. The cost preparing and 
publishing very few additional actions 
per year beyond the current workload 
handling more than hundred 
escalated enforcement actions per year 
not significant. 

The proposed rule will 
implemented processing, the same 
manner other escalated enforcement 
actions, those cases willful 
misconduct that come the 
attention. The Commission will 
consulted actions that involve orders 
civil penalties against unlicensed 
individuals. The Office Enforcement 
will also maintain list those 
enforcement orders applicable 
individual wrongdoers and distribute, 
twice year all power reactor 
licensees, copy the list currently 
effective orders that restrict individuals 
from licensed activities and copies 
those orders. The same material will 
available others who request it. The 
cost distributing this information 
negligible.

January 22, 1990) made major changes 
the FMP’s management measures 
conserve and manage the reef fish 
fishery, some species which are 
severely overfished. Amendment 
which presently under review the 
Secretary Commerce (Secretary), 
approved, would impose ban 
harvest and possession jewfish 
from the EEZ. 


Background 


Commercial and recreational 
fishermen who target report that 
the species has been decreasing 
abundance and disappearing some 
areas. Jewfish are highly residential; 
that is, they remain associated with 
specific high-profile reef and wreck 
structures, and, thus, are easily targeted 
anglers and divers. They are 
curious fish that will often approach 
divers. some locations, they form 
spawning aggregations during the 
summer months when diving and 
angling pressures are the heaviest and, 
thus, are even more susceptible 
harvest. addition, they are slow- 
growing and late-maturing fish. All 
these characteristics make them highly 
susceptible overfishing. 

Jewfish are known range 
throughout the Gulf Mexico but are 
concentrated off the west coast 
Florida. Based preliminary data 
provided the Florida Department 
Natural Resources, spawning stock 
biomass analyses jewfish indicate 
that current fishing conditions 
deplete the spawning stock biomass per 
recruit (SSBR) ratio between and 
percent the level obtainable under 
no-fishing regime. This substantially 
below the target SSBR ratio 
percent. More definitive data the 
spawning stock biomass and other data 
jewfish are not available. view 
the relative scarcity jewfish, such 
data are not likely become available, 
and, consequently, definitive stock 
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assessment cannot readily 
accomplished. 

Amendment provided some 
protection for jewfish imposing 50- 
inch minimum size limit, recreational 
bag limit five groupers aggregate 
(including jewfish) per person per day, 
and prohibition the sale reef fish 
caught under recreational bag limits.

Amendment the Council received 
testimony from knowledgeable 
commercial jewfish fishermen and 
correspondence from fishermen, divers, 
and dive-boat operators that presented 
informed consensus that jewfish are 
seriously overfished and need total 
protection. The Council concurred and, 
accordingly, protect jewfish and 
allow the depleted resource rebuild, 
requested that emergency rule

became effective March 1990 (55 
8143, March 1990). 

Effective February 1990, Florida 
banned possession and sale jewfish 
from its waters.

(4) safety and health; and (5) other 
subjects concerned with the 
developments the labor market and 
demographic changes predicted the 
Department Labor report, “Workforce

“Safety and Health” encompasses 
subjects related establishing and 
maintaining work environments and 
working conditions prevent safety 
and health risks that are specific 
women. 

The report, “Workforce 2000: Work 
and Workers for the Twenty-first 
Century,” predicts number 
significant labor market developments 
the Year 2000. Among these expected 
developments are demographic changes 
that will result women, Blacks, and 
immigrants providing most the net 
growth the labor force through the 
end the century, changes the 
demand side the labor market that 
will require higher levels quantitative, 
communications and skills 
than the past and the need for 
economy where skill requirements can 
shift rapidly. Internationalization 
labor markets will provide part the 
impetus for the need for greater worker 
flexibility well the fact that the 
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workplace expected become more 
autonomous and technological. The
